Report  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Milton  Fire  District 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1939,  the  district  had  bills  outstanding  amounting  to 
$437.35  that  had  been  carried  over  from  the  preceding 
year.  Payment  of  these  bills  was  carried  over  into 
this  year  partly  in  anticipation  of  income  and  pending 
the  settlement  of  a  claim  of  the  town  against  Ames- 
Sheahan,  Inc.  The  town  has  finally  secured  full  pay- 
ment of  its  claim.  All  of  the  carried-over  bills  have 
been  paid  in  full.  All  of  the  current  bills  for  this 
year  have  been  paid  in  full. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  district  had  notes 
at  the  Farmington  National  Bank  amounting  to 
$800.00.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  notes  at  the 
Farmington  National  Bank  totaled  $1,200.00.  The  in- 
crease of  $400.00  in  notes  outstanding  was  used  to  pay 
the  bills  carried  over  from  the  preceding  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  district  had 
$36,000.00  in  serial  bonds  outstanding.  During  the 
year  $1,500.00  of  these  bonds  matured  and  have  been 
paid.  The  bonds  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year 
amount  to  $34,500.00.  These  bonds  will  mature  at  the 
rate  of  $1,500.00  each  year  until  they  are  all  paid. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  net  debt  of  the 
district  was  $36,788.06.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
net  debt  of  the  district  was  $35,346.89.  The  reduction 
in  the  net  debt  of  the  district  during  the  year  was 
$1,441.17. 

Collections  of  water  bills  have  been  fairly  satis- 
factory. At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  on  January  31, 
1939,  the  last  water  bill  had  been  due  one  month.     On 
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this  date  the  total  water  bills  unpaid  was  $160.79.  This 
compares  favorably  with  the  amount  of  $219.82  unpaid 
on  January  31,  1938.  The  situation  on  January  31, 
1939,  was  as  follows : 

Consumers  having  all  bills  paid,  83 

Consumers  owing  the  last  bill,  45 

Consumers  owing  the  last  two  bills,  23 

Consumers  owing  the  last  three  bills,  4 

Consumers  owing  the  last  four  bills,  1 

Total  consumers,  156 

Of  the  consumers  who  were  in  arrears  for  more 
than  the  current  bill  several  are  institutions  or  estates 
managed  by  trustees  or  non-residents.  Most  of  these 
are  considered  "slow  pay  but  good."  Since  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year  most  of  those  in  arrears  have  paid. 

During  the  past  year  two  new  service  connections 
were  installed  at  a  cost  of  $35.84.  A  request  for  one 
other  service  connection  was  received  but  due  to  the 
considerable  expense  involved  it  was  not  installed.  The 
commissioners  decided  that  it  would  be  best  to  wait 
until  after  the  next  annual  meeting  to  see  if  the  dis- 
trict would  vote  to  raise  funds  for  this  purpose. 

During  the  year  commissioner  Thomas  J.  Mc- 
Grath  resigned  from  the  board.  The  other  two  com- 
missioners appointed  Stanley  C.  Tanner  to  serve  for 
the  balance  of  the  term.

SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Milton : 

This  is  my  fifth  annual  report.  The  usual  statis- 
tics are  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30, 1938. 

Teachers 

One  change  in  the  teaching  force  this  year  was 
caused  by  the  releasing  of  Miss  Sayward  to  take  a 
better  paying  position  in  Rochester.  Mrs.  Doris 
Fortin  Chase  of  your  own  town  was  selected  to  take 
her  place,  teaching  grade  two  and  a  section  of  grade 
three.  All  of  the  elementary  teachers  employed  last 
year  attended  1938  summer  school.  I  doubt  if  any 
other  district  in  the  State  can  report  100  per  cent 
attendance.  The  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  excellent  professional  spirit.     Your  superinten- 
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dent  is  seeing  the  results  of  the  school  attendance  in 
better  teaching.  There  is  a  better  understanding  of 
and  a  more  critical  attitude  toward  the  individual 
child.  If  your  Johnny  or  Sue  is  not  making  the 
expected  progress  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  find  out 
why.  In  addition  to  summer  training  two  of  the 
teachers  have  expended  considerable  sums  from  their 
own  salaries  for  the  securing  of  teaching  materials 
which  they  might  have  expected  the  district  to  furnish. 
Miss  Northway,  Red  Cross  Nurse,  has  worked 
hard  and  intelligently  with  the  teachers  and  parents 
and  there  has  been  better  cooperation  than  ever  before. 
The  Woman's  Club  have  continued  the  free  distribution 
of  milk  to  the  undernourished.  Their  efforts  are 
appreciated. 

Books 

The  text  book  in  Arithmetic  was  changed  in 
September.  The  one  introduced  is  not  radical  in  its 
changes  but  is  more  "up-to-date"  in  its  methods  and 
problems. 

Buildings 

Your  buildings  are  kept  in  good  repair.  Weather- 
stripping  of  the  grammar  school  building  in  Milton 
should  mean  a  saving  of  fuel.  No  major  repairs  will 
be  needed  in  the  summer  of  1939,  but  three  buildings 
cannot  be  maintained  without  some  annual  outlay. 

High  School 

You  were  told  in  the  report  of  last  year  that  a 
survey  would  be  made  of  the  Nute  High  School  to  see 
if  it  would  be  possible  to  introduce  the  Manual  and 
Domestic  Arts  without  expensive  alterations.  Officials 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education  have  helped  us 
make  a  survey  and  have  assured  us  that  it  can  be  done. 
A  definite  program  has  been  worked  out  by  your  Head- 
master and  the  Superintendent,  and  is  in  the  hands  of 
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the  Trustees  for  action.  After  the  initial  cost,  the  new 
program  can  be  maintained  at  small  expense,  since 
federal  and  state  funds  would  take  care  of  about  two 
thirds  of  the  extra  teaching  costs.

The 
Standard  Graduation  tests  were  used  in  June  and  will  be 
given  again  this  year.

Why  Schools  Cost  More 

The  public  schools  belong  to  the  people  and  they 
have  a  right  to  know  what  the  schools  are  trying  to  do, 
how  well  the  job  is  being  done  and  what  it  costs.  This 
last,  because  of  the  unusual  economic  conditions  in 
recent  years,  has  become  an  acute  issue.  There  are 
always  some  people  who  think  that  school  expenditures 
are  excessive.  This  is  written  therefore  to  help  them 
understand  the  reasons. 

*The  first  year  when  national  statistics  were 
available  was  in  1870.  In  that  year  the  cost  of  the 
public  schools  in  this  country  was,  in  round  numbers,  63 
million  dollars.  In  1930  it  was  nearly  2,317  million 
dollars,  an  increase  of  2,253  million  dollars  or  almost  37 
times  as  much.  With  the  exception  of  four  years  from 
1876  to  1880  and  the  same  length  of  time  from  1930  to 
1934  the  increase  has  been  steady.  Between  1930  and 
1934  the  expenditures  fell  off  26  per  cent.  The  trend 
is  now  again  upward.  About  half  the  ground  lost 
between  1930-1934  has  now  been  recovered.  It  is 
expected  that  for  some  years  to  come  the  cost  will

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continue  upward.     What  are  the  important  factors  that 
account  for  this  trend. 

1.  The  purchasing  power  of  the  school  dollar  has 
declined  just  as  any  individual's  dollar  has  declined. 
Its  ability  to  purchase  goods  and  services  has  constantly 
changed  and  is  changing.  It  is  necessary  in  some  years 
to  spend  a  larger  sum  than  in  other  years  for  the  good& 
and  services  needed  for  the  operation  of  the  schools.  A 
study  made  by  the  author  already  quoted  shows  that 
about  55  per  cent  of  the  increase  between  1914  and  1930 
was  caused  by  the  rising  prices  of  goods  and  services,  or 
to  put  it  the  other  way,  due  to  the  decrease  of  the  school 
dollar  in  purchasing  power. 

2.  The  number  of  children  to  be  educated  in- 
creased steadily  between  1914  and  1930.  Terms  of 
school  were  consistently  lengthened,  attendance  laws  in 
all  states  were  strengthened,  and  better  still,  enforced. 
This  period  also  witnessed  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
public  high  school.  New  high  schools  established  dur- 
ing this  period  averaged  better  than  one  a  day.  fin 
1890  less  than  4  per  cent  of  the  children  of  high  school 
age  were  in  school.  Now  over  60  per  cent  are  in 
school. 

3.  Higher  standards  of  education  rapidly  rose  as 
we  moved  forward  into  the  post-war  period  of  science 
and  power.  Statistics  cannot  measure  these  higher 
standards  but  they  cannot  be  introduced  or  maintained 
without  costing  money. 

$"Public  education  is  one  of  the  largest  of  all 
public  businesses.  The  value  of  the  property  of  the 
public  schools  has  reached  $6,675,000,000."

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER  OF 
NUTE  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees: 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  of  the 
Nute  High  School  which  opened  its  forty-eighth  year 
on  September  6th  with  an  enrollment  of  76  pupils. 
Transfers  and  withdrawals  have  reduced  the  registra- 
tion until  at  present  there  are  68  pupils  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Seniors,  9;  Juniors,  15;  Sophomores,  21;  Fresh- 
men, 23. 

The  attendance  has  been  excellent,  the  average 
attendance  to  date  being  better  than  96  per  cent. 

There  has  been  one  change  in  the  teaching  staff. 
Miss  Mary  Sherburne,  B.A.,  replaced  Miss  Ruth  Paul- 
son. 

One  new  subject,  Biology,  has  been  added  to  the 
curriculum. 

New  equipment  which  has  been  purchased  this 
year  includes  the  following:  a  complete  set  of  lab- 
oratory apparatus  for  Biology;  four  Royal  typewrit- 
ers ;  one  Burroughs  adding  machine.  New  text  books 
were  purchased  for  the  following  courses:  Economics, 
Sociology,  French  I,  and  Biology. 

Athletics  have  been  self-supporting  and  have  fur- 
nished a  surplus  for  the  purchase  of  additional  equip- 
ment. 

As  has  been  stated  in  past  reports,  there  is  still 
a  big  demand  and  need  for  Domestic  Arts  courses  for 
the  girls  and  Practical  Arts  courses  for  the  boys. 
Estimates  have  been  obtained  on  the  cost  of  installing 
these  courses  in  our  school.  By  taking  advantage  of 
Federal  Aid,  one-half  of  the  salary  of  the  extra  teach- 
er needed  to  put  this  program  into  operation  would  be 
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paid  by  the  George  Dean  fund.  The  largest  part  of 
the  cost  would  be  for  the  initial  equipment  and  this 
could  be  spread  over  a  period  of  four  years.  It  is  es- 
timated that  the  total  additional  cost  of  putting  this 
program  into  operation  will  be  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
for  the  first  year,  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  next 
three  years,  and  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  year 
thereafter.  There  is  no  question  but  what  these 
courses  are  needed  by  our  boys  and  girls  and  I  hope 
that  they  may  be  installed  next  year. 

The  many  helpful  suggestions  of  our  Superintend- 
ent have  been  beneficial  to  the  school  and  staff.

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During  this  school  year  the  State  Board  of  Health 
with  your  local  school  nurse  assisting,  held  a  Child 
Health  Conference  and  Toxoid  Clinic  at  Milton  Mills, 
during  which  eight  first  grade  children  received  Tox- 
oid, making  10  out  of  the  12  first  grades  immunized 
for  Diphtheria. 

During  May  and  June  the  Dental  Clinic  was  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  John  Clow  of  Rochester.  The  value  of 
this  service  is  being  appreciated  more  and  more  as  evi- 
denced by  the  growing  number  of  children  having  com- 
plete dental  care  given.  This  year  the  number  has  in- 
creased to  sixty. 

For  the  last  two  years  your  school  nurse  has  en- 
deavored to  keep  a  record  of  all  children  absent  from 
school  and  the  reason  why,  with  the  idea  of  finding 
out  how  much  colds  affect  the  attendance,  how  colds 
are  probably  contracted  and  if  anything  can  be  done 
about  them. 

I  find  that  about  half  the  absentees  are  caused  by 
colds.  Probably  some  of  these  are  due  to  carelessness 
about  contacts  with  those  having  colds  .  .  .  some  be- 
cause of  poor  nutrition  .  .  .  improperly  clothed  .  .  .  and 
a  few  because  of  abnormal  throat  conditions. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Woman's  Club,  25 
bottles  of  free  milk  have  been  given  daily  from  No- 
vember 1st  to  April  1st.  An  equal  amount  has  been 
bought  by  the  children  each  day.  The  total  number 
of  bottles  of  milk  used  was  4,456. 

The  School  Nurse's  Section  of  the  Annual  Teach- 
ers' Convention  was  attended  in  October,  besides  other 
meetings  of  the  Red  Cross,  New  Hampshire  Graduate 
Nurses'  Association  and  Staff  meetings  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health.  At  all  these  meetings,  topics  relat- 
ing to  Public  Health  in  general  were  discussed. 
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May  I  at  this  time  thank  all  the  parents,  teachers, 
superintendent  and  School  Board  for  their  generous 
support.
